In  January  we  purchased  a  photocopier  with  funds  from  the  1987  Munici¬ 
pal  Equalization  Grant. 

Friday  hours  were  changed  in  February  from  6  to  9  in  the  evening  to  10 
in  the  morning  through  1  in  the  afternoon.  We  changed  the  hours  again  in  No¬ 
vember,  expanding  them  from  15  to  25  hours  per  week  in  order  to  be  State  certi¬ 
fied.  We  now  are  eligible  to  apply  for  State  grants  provided  we  meet  budgetary 
stipulations.

We 
hope  the  additional  hours  serve  patron  needs  better  and  we  thank  Donna  L. 
Raposa,  Assistant  Librarian,  for  her  cheerful  cooperation  and  participation  in  effect¬ 
ing  the  change. 
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We  continued  monthly  visits  to  Lincoln  Village  Community  Center  but 
changed  the  day  to  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month  starting  in  July.  This 
frees  the  librarian  to  attend  subregional  library  meetings  usually  scheduled  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  month. 


Story  Hour  day  also  was  changed,  from  Wednesday  to  Friday  at  10:15 
a.m.  We  still  do  related,  inexpensive  crafts.  We  no  longer  have  8-week  sessions; 
they  vary  in  length  and  are  announced  in  advance.  Thanks  again  for  Sue  Parch- 
esco's  help.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

On  June  30,  1990  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  com¬ 

pleted  thirty-one  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce 
mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several 
different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice 
during  the  winter  months. 

Sprinq  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  ig  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins 
and  storm  drains. 

Liqht  Trappinq  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of 
mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations 
and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Manaqement  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito 
drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding 
sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pes¬ 
ticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environ¬ 
ment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are 
practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We 
are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that 
dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  popula¬ 
tions.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators 
that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis.  By  early 
spring  of  1990  most  criteria  was  in  place  to  indicate  the  emergence  of  large  broods 
of  mosquitos  and  the  potential  for  a  severe  outbreak  of  Eastern  Encephalitis.  The 
Bristol  County  area  again  had  an  exceptionally  wet  spring  with  heavy  rains  filling 
swamp  areas  with  substantial  amounts  of  water.  These  areas  were  to  be  large 
breeding  sites  from  eggs  that  were  laid  by  late  season  mosquitos  from  the  previ¬ 
ous  year.  As  the  season  progressed,  Culiseta  melanura  densities  were  significantly 
above  the  7  year  median.  The  Eastern  virus  was  isolated  in  melanura  mosquitos  in 
late  June  which  was  the  earliest  isolations  to  be  found  since  records  have  been 
kept.  Each  week  virus  levels  climbed  at  an  alarming  rate.  By  early  July  mosquito 
control  personnel  and  the  State  Public  Health  knew  there  would  be  a  spill  over  of 
virus  to  human  biting  mosquitos  that  would  eventually  involve  horses  and  humans 
in  Southeastern  Mass. 
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The  Bristol  County  Project  began  intensifying  its  ground  ULV  spraying  in 
areas  of  high  risk  in  order  to  protect  the  people  from  possible  virus  carrying 
mosquitos.  All  spray  crews  were  put  on  a  6  day  schedule  with  earlier  hours  to  get 
as  much  coverage  as  possible.  During  this  time  plans  were  being  made  for  a  wide¬ 
spread  aerial  spray  program  but  it  was  not  until  August  27th  that  the  planes  were 
finally  in  the  air.  We  believe  that  our  increased  ground  spraying  during  the  several 
weeks  before  the  aerial  spray  took  place  prevented  any  human  cases  of  encephalitis 
in  Bristol  County.  With  the  support  of  its  member  towns,  the  Project  was  able  to 
respond  to  an  extremely  dangerous  mosquito  situation. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular 
spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of  1,651.1  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  3,750  feet  of  brush  was  cut 
from  ditches  and  3,750  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed.  Our  crawler 
tractor  also  dug  1,575  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the 
coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a 
mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of 
a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year,  1990,  has  brought  many  changes  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com¬ 
missioners.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  all  homes  who  were  originally  man¬ 
dated  by  the  EPA  in  the  1980's  to  tie  into  the  Sewer  System  have  tied  in  to  date. 

It  has  taken  five  (5)  lengthy  years  to  complete  this  task. 

We  have  also  approved  a  sewer  system  extension  permit  for  2  homes  on 
Rose  Terrace  and  a  third  new  home  has  tied  into  the  system  during  this  past  year. 

Again,  the  Board  can  only  report  that  the  litigation  with  Hovnanian  Com¬ 
panies  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.  has  yet  to  come  to  trial.  Several  court  dates  were 

set  during  the  year;  however,  postponements  were  granted  by  the  Judge  several 
times.  As  of  this  date  the  new  trial  date  is  tentatively  set  for  February,  1991. 

In  March,  Mr.  Joseph  Hathaway  was  elected  to  another  three  (3)  year 
term  on  the  Board.  We  congratulate  him  on  his  election.  Albert  Enos,  Jr.,  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Board;  Joseph  Hathaway  elected  as  clerk  and  our  third 
member  is  Walter  Godek,  a  resident  of  the  sewer  district. 

The  Board  again  notes  that  we  have  provided  a  reduced  rate  on  the 
initial  Sewer  User  Fee  from  $51.50  to  $25.00.  We  have  provided  this  reduction  due 
to  surplus  funds  which  are  set  aside  in  a  Annual  Capital  Expense  Account.  This 
surplus  of  funds  will  provide  us  with  accessible  funds  in  case  of  an  emergency  at 
the  pump  stations  and  equipment  must  be  replaced.  We  can  replace  most  equip¬ 
ment  without  raising  sewer  rates.  A  20%  discount  is  also  given  on  each  homeown¬ 
ers'  bill  for  January  and  July  as  long  as  no  outstanding  balances  are  due  on  previ¬ 
ous  bills.  We  will  continue  this  policy  for  the  year  of  1991.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  rates  for  the  year  1991: 

RESIDENTIAL:  Each  homeowner  will  be  charged  a  minimum  fee  of  $25.00  for 
the  User  Fee.  The  number  of  cubic  feet  of  water  used  (as  listed  on  the 
North  Dighton  Fire  District  Water  Bills)  for  each  billing  period  (9/90-3/91 
and  3/91-9/91)  shall  be  multipied  by  .015  and  added  to  the  User  Fee  for  a 
total  bill.  The  Residential  billing  will  be  bi-yearly  in  January  and  July  re¬ 
spectively. 

BUSINESS:  Shall  be  the  same  Residential  rates.  The  Businesses  billing  shall 
be  bi-yearly  in  January  and  July  respectively. 

V. 

INDUSTRIAL:  Each  Industrial  User  will  be  assessed  a  charge  of  $75.00  for  each 
User  Fee.  For  each  1,000  Cubic  Feet  of  water  used  (As  compiled  by  the 
North  Dighton  Fire  District  -  a  monthly  list  showing  water  useage  and 
Meter  Readings)  shall  be  multipied  by  $27.25  and  added  to  the  User  Fee. 

No  Industrial  Bill  shall  be  less  than  $75.00.  Industrial  Billings  will  be  bi- 
yearly  in  February  and  August,  respectively. 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  also  purchased  a  Computer  and 
printer  along  with  a  billing  software  program.  The  Board  felt  that  in  the  long  run, 
a  computer  would  be  cost  effective  for  the  Sewer  Department,  not  only  in  billing 
but  other  items  such  as  Pump  Station  Inventories,  Bookkeeping,  Budgets  etc. 
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In  closing  this  report,  the  Sewer  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  their 
employees  for  their  help  and  dedication  throughout  the  year.  Harold  Gracia,  Jr.,  is 
our  Sewer  Superintendent  and  has  been  for  the  past  four  years.  Joseph  Carlos, 
former  Assistant  Superintendent,  resigned  in  April  of  this  past  year  and  moved  to 
another  State  for  his  new  job  opportunity.  We  wish  him  well  and  our  thanks  for 
his  help  while  working  for  the  Sewer  Department.  In  May,  the  Board  hired  Jason 
Enos  as  Assistant  Superintendent.  In  August,  our  part-time  office  help,  Patricia 
Adams  left  to  seek  full-time  employment.  We  also  wish  her  well  in  her  new  job. 
She  was  replaced  by  Roberta  Perry,  who  lives  in  the  Sewer  District.  It  is  Robertas 
responsibilty  to  prepare  the  billings.  The  Board  also  hired  Harold  Gracia,  Sr.  to 
oversee  the  grounds  at  the  pump  station,  along  with  odd  and  endsmaintenance 
jobs.  And  last,  we  wish  to  thank  our  secretary,  Mary  Lou  Drown  for  her  invalu¬ 
able  assistance  to  this  Board. 

The  Board  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  the  Town 
Hall,  bottom  floor.  We  invite  any  interested  to  attend  our  meetings.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  twenty  -  sixth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year 
1990  this  Board  conducted  fourteen  (14)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of 
these  cases,  ten  were  approved  and  four  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  mem¬ 
bers  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build 
and  when  granting  of  a  variance  doen  not  materially  or  adversly  affect  the  public 
of  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  succesfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  pro¬ 
vided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise 
from  the  strict  application  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of 
by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law 
deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all  beneficial  use  of  his  land.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Dighton  Council  on  Aging  was  established  in  1973  upon  the  motion 
of  Percy  B.  Simmors  as  Provided  in  Chapter  40,  Section  8  B  of  the  General  Laws.

Again  this  past  year  training  programs  were  held  in  Dighton  by  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Fire  Academy.  Some  of  these  classes  are  mandatory  under  OSHA  regula¬ 
tions.  All  Full-time  Firemen/EMTs  took  part  in  a  24  hour  class  on  Emergency  Re¬ 
sponse  Operations  by  Clean  Harbors.  That  class  was  sponsored  by  ICI  Americas  at 
no  cost  to  the  Department. 


Many  other  programs  planned  by  the  Department  had  to  be  set  aside  due 
•to  Budget  cuts.  This  year,  as  in  the  past  two  years,  the  Fire  Department  Budget 
has  been  level-funded.  In  November  the  Town  did  vote  to  reduce  the  Budget  by 
an  additional  4%.  Any  cut,  or  just  the  fact  that  the  Budget  may  be  leveled  again, 
shall  result  in  the  loss  of  a  Full-time  person.  The  loss  of  one  Fireman/EMT  out  of 
only  five  (5)  Full-time  personnel  means  a  20%  reduction  of  the  Full-time  force.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  continues  to  search  for  a  qualified  person  who 
can  write  the  preamble  and  assemble  a  slide  presentation  for  our  nomination  of  the 
Dighton  Wharves  District  to  State  and  National  Commissions  for  recognition. 

The  completion  of  land  gift  along  the  Taunton  River  by  Princess  House 

to  the  Town  for  the  Atwood  Walker  Historical  park  was  nearly  complete  when  the 

real  estate  of  Princess  House  was  transferred  to  Steven  Rubenstein  of  New  Jersey. 
We  are  told  that  the  new  owner  will  honor  all  work  done  to  date  between  the 
Commission  and  Princess  House.  However,  we  start  again  with  correspondence  to 
bring  this  gift  about. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  with  the  History  Department  of  the  Middle 
School  to  use  "They  Pledged  Their  Lives  and  Fortunes"  as  part  of  a  teaching  pro¬ 
gram  of  Dighton  History  in  the  seventh  grade. 

The  Commission  has  been  notified  of  proposed  plans  by  I.  C.  I.  to  pipe 

treated  water  to  the  Taunton  River.  Suggested  pipe  lines  are  down  Main  Street  to 

Zebulon  Landing  or  following  Muddy  Cove  Brook  through  the  Dighton  Wharves 
Historical  District.  We  will  work  with  I.C.I.  to  protect  the  historical  sites.

Sergeants  and  patrolmen  attended  a  week  of  in  service  training  at  the 
Foxboro  Academy.  This  program  updates  officers  in  all  aspects  of  police  work. 
They  also  receive  recertification  in  such  areas  as  C.P.R.,  first  aid  and  firearms. 
Reserve  officers  were  recertified  in  C.P.R.  Due  to  budget  restrains  other  Inservice 
training  for  Reserve  Officers  had  to  be  deleted. 
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Bus  evacuation  and  drug  programs  were  presented  in  local  schools.  Fin¬ 
gerprints  of  many  youths  were  taken  at  parents  request. 

This  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  the  Police  Department  and  I  fear  1991 
will  be  no  better,  if  not  worse.  Since  Town  Meeting  in  May  our  budget  has  been 
reduced  $41,150.02.  As  economic  conditions  decline  the  crime  rate  increases.  I 
feel  it  is  my  duty  to  inform  the  citizens  of  Dighton  that  this  department  faces  deep 
cuts.  At  this  time  we  are  facing  personnel  reduction  and  reduction  in  services  to 
the  community.  As  always  I  will  work  with  other  Town  Officials  in  seeking  solutions 
but  the  public  must  be  aware  of  the  circumstances. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  my  full  time  personnel,  the  Reserve  Officers  who 
work  all  the  shifts  no  one  else  wants,  State  Police  and  all  the  other  Town  depart¬ 
ments  for  all  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.  A  special  thank  you  to  the 
Dighton  Junior  Garden  Club  for  the  flowers  and  wreaths  which  decorate  the  sta¬ 
tion.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  The  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  year  of  1990  was  another  year  of  financial  and  fiscal  uncertainty  be¬ 
cause  of  the  inability  of  the  Governor  and  of  the  Legislature  to  deal  with  revenue 
projections  and  deficits.  There  were  cuts  by  the  Commonwealth  in  local  aid:  10% 
followed  by  another  cut  of  4%.  There  also  were  indirect  cuts  in  highway  funds  and 
from  the  lottery.  The  state  budget  and  the  local  aid  resolution  by  the  legislature 
were  not  finalized  until  early  Autumn.  Solid  planning  on  the  local  level  was  near 
impossible.  Two  additional  Special  Town  Meetings  were  needed  to  balance  our 
budgets.  Again,  we  were  able  to-get  through  the  year.  1990  was  a  bad  year.  1991 
will  be  a  worse  year  because  of  additional,  projected  cuts  in  local  aid  and  a  pro¬ 
jected  $850  million  State  deficit. 

Gene  Nelson  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Congratulations. 

Richard  Costa  and  Darlene  Araujo  terminated  their  stay  on  the  Finance 
Committee.  We  thank  them  for  their  service  and  time.  Carol  Chencus  returned 
to  the  Finance  Committee  after  an  absence  of  a  few  years.  Also  new  to  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  are  Rachel  Mello  and  Susan  Gustafson. 

Alice  Souza  was  appointed  to  and  subsequently  elected  to  the  Dighton 
Housing  Authority. 

James  Miller  was  appointed  as  Town  Engineer  replacing  Anthony  Stanzione,  who 
served  for  many  years.  We  also  have  a  new  Health  Agent,  Richard  Bellavance, 
who  replaces  Karl  Drown.  A1  Fontes  was  appointed  Parking  Clerk  for  the  town  of 
Dighton. 

The  U.  S.  Postal  Service  is  still  looking  for  a  centralized  location  for  the 
siting  of  a  new  post  office. 

The  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  planning  process  is  still  on-going  and  near 
completion  of  the  environmental  impact  sub-process  . 

A  Solid  Waste  Committee  was  organized  and  has  formulated  a  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  dealing  specifically  with  the  landfill  and  with  re-cycling  in  gen¬ 
eral.  The  paper  drives  were  successful  and  the  composting  program  has  been 
started  at  the  landfill. 

The  Briggs  Circle  project,  affordable  housing,  was  given  a  permit  by  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  under  the  comprehensive  permitting  mechanism  under 
the  M.  G.  L.  Chapter  40B.  Site  preparation  has  commenced  on  Somerset  Avenue 
directly  across  from  the  Dight  Town  Hall.  The  Dighton  Grange  gave  their  building, 
the  Old  Town  Hall,  back  to  the  Town  of  Dighton.  The  local  grange  has  dis¬ 
banded.  We  thank  them  for  their  gift. 

The  Indian  Pow-Wow,  the  Cow  Chip  Festival  and  Dighton  Kiddies  Day 
were  all  very  successful  and  well  attended. 
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The  Highway  Department  has  had  a  good  year  with  limited  funds.  Lines 
were  painted  on  Williams,  Main,  Center,  Tremont,  Spring  Streets  and  Lincoln  Ave¬ 
nue.  Middle  and  Hart  Streets  were  stone  sealed.  A  major  drainage  project  on 
Main  Street  was  completed.  Guard  rails  were  installed  on  Horton  Street.  Water 
main  extension  on  Rose  Terrace  was  completed.  The  Highway  Department  began 
the  reconstruction  of  Cedar  Street,  but  the  project  was  stopped  on  November  1st 
because  of  budget  cuts  and  constraints.  Delineators  were  installed  on  various 
streets  with  bad  curves;  this  was  done  through  a  State  Grant.  Street  sign  program 
was  completed  on  all  streets  in  Dighton;  this  was  possible  only  through  funding  by 
our  local  Lions  Club.  To  the  Superintendent  and  men  of  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment,  you  did  a  good  job. 

We  have  a  new  major  business  in  town,  American  Auto  Auction.  We 
welcome  them  to  town  and  wish  them  every  success. 

We  thank  Representative  Joan  Menard  for  representing  our  interest  on 
Beacon  Hill,  and  we  thank  Senator  Ted  Aleixo,  our  former  Senator,  for  his  interest 
and  his  help.  Congressman  Joe  Moakley  and  his  staff  also  receives  our  thanks. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in 
carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Board,  Committees,  Commissions 
and  Operating  Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  Town.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorneys  Peter  B.  Gay  and 
David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for  their  continued  invaluable  assistance. 
We  extend  our  personal  thanks  to  MrsAnnette  Wertz,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  to  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher,  Town  Accountant.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  The  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Although  the  Real  Estate  market  is  soft,  it  should  be  noted  that  all  prop¬ 
erties  are  being  taxed  equally.  If  the  values  were  to  be  lowered  to  reflect  a  soft 
market  then  the  tax  rate  would  increase.  The  same  amount  of  revenue  must  be 
generated  to  operate  the  Town  and  pay  for  what  was  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 
One  should  be  concerned  with  whether  the  property  owned  is  being  taxed  fairly 
with  other  like  properties. 

Tax  bills  were  mailed  Dec.  10th  due  Jan.  9th.  Late  mailing  was  due  to- 
state  problems  with  late  cherry  sheet  figures.  This  office  was  prepared  to  set  tax 
rates  6  weeks  prior, but  was  unable  to  due  to  budgets  not  being  balanced.  More 
co-operation  between  departments  is  needed  to  alleviate  this  problem. 

Dighton  is  scheduled  for  an  update  of  its  valuation  in  1991,  to  reflect  new 
values  for  Fiscal  1992  tax  bills.  As  prescribed  by  law,  posting  took  place  and  three 
specifications  were  requested.  One  proposal  was  received  and  awarded  to  M.M.C., 
Inc.  of  Chelmsford,  Ma.  Commencement  of  the  process  will  be  1/1/91,  with  antici¬ 
pated  completion  of  9/1/91. 

In  closing  the  Board  wished  to  thank  our  capable  staff  for  a  job  will  done 
and  wish  to  continue  with  the  co-operation  from  other  departments.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  S.R.P.E.D.D. 


Report  to  the  Town  of  Dighton  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Southeast¬ 
ern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  1990.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped) 
is  a  locally  run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts  dealing  with 
issues  being  faced  by  each  city  and  town  in  the  region.  The  year  1990  was  a 
difficult  one  for  SRPEDD  and  for  all  of  southeastern  Massachusetts.  The  economy 
went  into  decline  and  all  levels  of  government  had  to  cut  back,  reducing  the  serv¬ 
ices  they  could  provide.  At  SRPEDD  we  found  more  demand  than  ever  for  the 
regional  approach  to  individual  city  and  town  problems.  And  we  found  more  sup¬ 
port  for  certain  state  government  functions  to  be  decentralized  to  the  regional  level. 

In  the  past  year,  representatives  of  Dighton  serving  on  the  SRPEDD 
Commission  were  Allan  Campbell  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Manuel 
Eerreira  for  the  Planning  Board.  The  Town's  representative  on  the  Joint  Transpor¬ 
tation  Planning  Group  was  Allen  Campbell. 

Some  of  the  district's  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1990  were: 

Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  and 
Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities 
on  federal  and  state  grants  for  transportation  and  economic  development 
projects. 

Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation, 
which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1990,  SEED  ap¬ 
proved  loans  to  7  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $1.3  million.  These 
loans  are  projected  to  create  130  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of 
over  $5  million  from  private  sources. 

SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for  the  two  regional 
transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA 

SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects 
in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  hanmful  impacts  will  be  addressed. 
ITiis  year,  we  reviewed  43  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traf¬ 
fic,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  is¬ 
sues. 

Nine  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consis¬ 
tency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

SRPEDD  conducted  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintained 
a  computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  through 
1990  throughout  the  region. 

SRPEDD  conducted  workshops  for  local  boards  on  Title  V  regulations 
(Health)  and  revolving  accounts  for  review  fees  (Planning  and  others). 
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SRPEDD  provided  assistance  to  Dighton  to  better  manage  their  annual  road 
improvements  programs.  Using  a  computer,  road  data  provided  by  the 
towns  is  analyzed,  assigned  improvement  repairs,  and  organized  in  priority 
order  for  roads  to  be  repaired. 

SRPEDD  worked  throughout  1990  to  expedite  completion  of  the  Old  Colony 
Line,  which  will  provide  MBTA  service  into  the  region  with  a  terminus  in 
Lakeville.  A  1992  completion  date  is  projected. 

A  regional  industrial  land  plan  was  begun  in  1990.  The  plan  will  determine 
if  more  land  for  industrial  development  is  needed  to  meet  future  growth. 

SRPEDD  has  been  analyzing  growth  and  traffic  problems  in  the  Route  44/ 
Warner  Boulevard  area  in  Taunton  and  North  Dighton.  A  buildout  analysis 
and  traffic  and  zoning  recommendations  are  being  prepared.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  tothose 
children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on 
or  before  August  31.  Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five 
years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Birth  Certificate 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth 
certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s 
certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles, 
mumps,  rubella,  and  poli  or  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is 
inadvisable.  Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have  a 
physical  examination  also. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

ELEMENTARY,  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  &  KINDERGARTEN 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will  be 
broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR,  Fall  River;  WPRO, 
W JAR -TV,  WSNE,  Providence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  at 
the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it 
necessary  to  close.  In  the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupil  residing  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest 
bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  if  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is 
necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living  less  than  the  required 
distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  dis¬ 
tance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  the  superintendent  of  schools.  This 
report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  1990  calendar 
year.  This  report  will  highlight  the  degree  to  which  the  long  term  goals  of  the 
school  district  are  being  achieved  in  the  areas  of  staff  development  school  facili¬ 
ties  curriculum  and  school  community/relations. 

Staff  Development 

The  school  district  is  making  a  concerted  effort  to  achieve  its  goal  of  an 
on-going  staff  development  program  that  will  promote  professional  growth.  The 
school  budget  continues  to  support  to  an  adequate  level  course  reimbursements  and 
attendance  at  professional  workshops  and  conferences.  This  on-going  effort  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  a  planned  professional  improvement  programs  initiated  and  designed  by  a 
district  wide  staff  development  organizing  committee.  The  committee  planned  work¬ 
shops  speakers  and  follow-up  activities  for  four  early  release  days  and  one  full  day 
of  professional  in-service  programming.  All  of  these  programs  are  complimented  by 
curriculum  tasks  force  strategy  sessions,  individual  grade  level  meetings  at  the  build¬ 
ing  or  district  level,  school  visitations,  and  independent  research  or  projects  ap¬ 
proved  in  advance  by  the  building  principal. 

All  administrators  in  the  district  spent  four  days  during  the  summer  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  variety  of  professional  improvement  activities  related  to  school  based 
management  and  supervision/evaluation  of  personnel. 

School  Facilities 

The  high  school  renovation  and  additions  were  formally  accepted  by  the 
school  committee  at  the  dedication  and  ribbon  cutting  ceremonies  in  November. 
The  program  also  included  the  formal  dedication  of  the  library/media  center  to  Dr. 
Joseph  Harrington.  Final  landscaping  work  at  the  school  site  will  be  completed  in 
the  Spring. 

Recognition  and  expressions  of  appreciation  are  extended  to  members  of 
the  building  committee  who  spend  two  and  a  half  years  overseeing  the  entire  build¬ 
ing  project.  The  members  of  the  building  committee  included:  Dr.  Richard  Mello 
co-chairperson;  Dr.  Wallace  Wood  co-chairperson;  Mr.  Arthur  Almeida;  Mr.  Nor¬ 
man  Arnold;  Mr.  Peter  Jacobson;  and  Mr.  John  Kourtesis.  Their  work  was  sup¬ 
ported  by  Mr.  James  Horton  the  building  committees  project  supervisor  Mr. 
Marshall  Sawyer  principal  and  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Both  towns  should  take  considerable  pride  in  providing  a  high  school  fa¬ 
cility  which  will  serve  the  needs  of  students  and  the  community  for  the  next  thirty 
years.  This  accomplishment  does  not  diminish  the  need  in  both  towns  for  additional 
instructional  space  at  the  elementar  school  levels.  Work  must  now  begin  on  K-8 
school  faculty  improvements  to  meet  enrollment  projections,  curriculum  needs  and 
health  and  safety  requirements.  To  this  end  the  K-8  building  committees  in  both 
towns  will  be  re-activatated. 

Curriculum 

The  school  district  achieved  one  of  its  curriculum  goals  by  developing  a 
model  for  continuous  evaluation  of  curriculum.  This  model  was  applied  to  the  com¬ 
plete  review  of  the  K-5  social  studies  program  and  a  new  K-5  social  studies  pro¬ 
gram  was  implemented  in  September  in  all  elementary  schools.  The  curriculum 
evaluation  model  is  currently  being  applied  to  the  study  of  our  reading  program 
and  physical  education/health  education  curriculum.  Two  curriculum  task  forces 
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comprised  of  teachers  parents  and  an  administrator  are  overseeing  all  aspect  of 
the  studies.  We  anticipate  the  adoption  of  a  revised  programs  in  these  areas  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1991-92  School  year. 

In  addition  the  district  adopted  a  revised  K-8  library  skills  program  which 
is  currently  being  piloted  in  each  grade  level.  Also  elementary  school  teachers  re¬ 
ceived  training  in  the  Quest  program  during  the  summer.  This  training  supported 
by  donations  from  the  Lions  Clubs  in  both  towns  enabled  the  school  district  to 
implement  the  program  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  alcohol/drug  prevention  pro¬ 
gram  focuses  on  decision-making  Skills  and  increasing  self-esteem.  We  are  grateful 
for  community  support  of  this  program. 

Besides  improving  the  curriculum  in  specific  instructional  areas  the  district 
is  committed  to  providing  an  instructional  program  which  reduces  the  amount  of 
pull-out  time  from  the  regular  education  program  and  promotes  collaborative  teach¬ 
ing  between  the  regular  education  teacher  and  other  program  specialists  in  the 
school. 

Our  focus  continues  to  be  mainstreaming  and  the  integration  of  special 
education  students.  Team  teaching  teacher  assisted  teams  and  collaborative  teaching 
programs  are  evident  throughout  the  district.  The  integrated  writing/spelling  program 
at  the  Palmer  River  School,  the  integration  of  Chapter  One  programs  in  regular 
education  classroom  throughout  the  district,  the  involvement  of  special  education 
teachers  in  the  team  level  organization  at  our  middle  schools,  high  school  special 
education  students  receiving  direct  vocational  experience  in  the  community  are 
some  of  the  examples  of  program  initiatives  in  this  area.  This  effort  has  resulted  in 
the  reduction  of  number  of  students  receiving  special  instruction  and  the  cost  of 
those  services. 

These  curriculum  and  instructional  changes  are  evidence  of  a  revitalized 
School  district  which  is  committed  to  providing  quality  education  for  all  students. 

School/Community  Relations 

The  school  district  is  committed  to  increasing  communication  between  the 
school  committee,  administration,  teachers,  support  personnel  and  the  community. 
To  achieve  this  goal  the  school  district  has  initiated  a  district-wide  newsletter.  The 
first  issue  was  Published  in  November  and  will  continue  to  be  published  four  times 
during  the  year.  The  eight  page  newsletter  is  published  in  the  Rehoboth  Reporter 
and  copies  are  distributed  to  students  to  take  home.  In  addition  a  monthly  forum 
with  the  superintendent  was  established  this  year  for  all  citizens  who  wish  to  meet 
with  the  superintendent  on  educational  issues  or  concerns. 

The  increased  communication  between  administration  and  teachers  is  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  absence  of  teacher  filed  grievances.  One  grievance  reached  the 
-superintendent  of  schools  level  during  this  calendar  year.  The  district  office  admini¬ 
stration  is  currently  studying  effective  approaches  to  improved  district-wide  and 
school  level  community  relations  programs. 

This  report  clearly  indicates  that  the  regional  school  district  has  seriously 
committed  itself  to  the  realization  of  these  important  goals.  Despite  the  fiscal  un¬ 
certainties  of  these  times  it  is  vital  that  the  citizens  of  both  towns  continue  the 
provide  the  support  to  continue  striving  toward  these  worthwhile  goals  and  maintain 
a  vibrant  school  system.

OF  THE  DIGHTON  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton 
Elementary  and  Dighton  Middle  Schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1990,  kindergarten  through  grade 
eight,  was  689  students.  Compared  to  the  previous  year,  this  represents  an  in¬ 
crease  of  18  students. 


PERSONNEL 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  for  the  1990-91  school  year: 

1.  Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace,  a  music  teacher  in  Dighton  for  24  years,  was 
transferred  to  the  Beckwith  Middle  School  in  Rehoboth  due  to  the  elimination  of 
the  music  program  in  Dighton. 

2.  Mr.  John  Smialek,  the  band  and  chorus  teacher  at  Dighton  Middle  School 
did  not  return. 

3.  Due  to  a  reduction  in  staff  at  Dighton  Middle  School,  Mr.  David  Sullivan, 
a  grade  7  social  studies  teacher  in  Dighton  for  the  past  14  years,  was  transferred 
to  the  Beckwith  Middle  School  in  Rehoboth. 

4.  Mrs.  Mary  Isidorio,  a  special  education  teacher  at  Dighton  Middle  School 
for  the  past  16  years,  voluntarily  transferred  to  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High 
School.  Her  position  in  Dighton  was  not  filled. 

5.  Mr.  Wallace  Potts,  and  industrial  arts  teacher  at  Dighton  Middle  School 
for  the  past  24  years,  was  transferred  to  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
due  to  the  elimination  of  the  program  at  Dighton  Middle  School. 

6.  Because  of  more  budget  cuts,  the  teacher  aide  position  at  Dighton  Middle 
School  was  eliminated.  This  resulted  in  the  lay-off  of  Mrs.  Della  Hathaway  who 
had  served  the  students  and  staff  in  Dighton  in  a  most  professional  and  efficient 
manner  for  the  past  23  years. 

7.  Mrs.  Kathleen  Lynch  was  appointed  to  a  one  year  position  as  guidance 
counselor  at  Dighton  Middle  School.  Most  recently,  she  had  worked  at  the  Horace 
Mann  School  in  Franklin,  MA. 

8.  Mrs.  Joanne  Roderick,  of  North  Dighton,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
special  education  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School.  She  had  previously 
worked  as  a  substitute  teacher  in  Rehoboth. 

9.  Mrs.  Dawne  Steele  and  Mrs.  Jane  Lizotte  were  appointed  as  instructional 
learning  assistants  in  special  education. 
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10.  Mrs.  Carol  Wilkerson  and  Mrs.  Judith  Lake  were  approved  for  a  job  shar¬ 
ing  teaching  arrangement  in  grade  1. 

11.  December,  1990,  marked  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Edmond  Richard  as  head 
custodian  of  the  Dighton  Schools.  Mr.  Richard  had  served  the  schools  for  17 
years.  Mr.  Richard  will  be  fondly  missed  by  the  faculty,  staff,  and  students. 

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

Two  curriculum  review  committees  were  in  effect  during  the  1989-90 
school  year.  They  have  each  written  a  new  curriculum  which  has  been  imple¬ 
mented  for  the  1990-91  school  year. 

One  of  the  new  curriculum  programs  is  for  social  studies  (K-S).  After 
much  research,  study,  and  discussion,  the  committee  adopted  an  entirely  new  pro¬ 
gram.  One  highlight  of  the  new  program  is  the  requirement  at  each  grade  level 
for  the  students  to  take  part  in  a  service  project. 

The  other  new  curriculum  adopted  this  year  is  for  library  skills  (K-8).  A 
Dighton  Elementary  School,  Mrs.  Marsha  Kimpton  is  mainly  responsible  for  imple¬ 
menting  the  new  program;  while  at  Dighton  Middle  School,  the  English  and  reading 
teachers  will  share  the  main  responsibilities.  All  subject  matter  teachers  will  be 
involved,  however. 

Another  new  program  addition  of  note  is  the  expansion  of  the  QUEST 
Program  into  grade  8  at  Dighton  Middle  School  and  the  introduction  of  it  into  the 
Elementary  school  program.  The  QUEST  Program  develops  sound  decision-making 
skills  and  promotes  healthy  mental  development. 

In  the  area  of  on-going  curriculum  evaluation  and  development,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  committees  are  in  operation  for  the  1990-91  school  year:  reading  (K-12), 
and  health/physical  education  (K-12). 

Due  to  budget  cuts,  various  programs  at  both  Dighton  schools  have  been 
affected.  They  include  the  elimination  of  all  music  instruction,  band,  and  chorus 
(K-8),  the  elimination  of  the  industrial  arts  program  at  the  Middle  School,  and  the 
restructuring  of  the  seventh  grade  team  at  the  Middle  School. 

STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENT 

During  the  1989-90  school  year,  our  students  in  grades  four  and  eight 
took  the  state  mandated  Curriculum  Assessment  Tests.  The  results  are  shown  be¬ 
low.  The  state  averaqe  was  designated  as  1300.  A  fifty  point  or  less  difference  is 
considered  educationally  insignificant  by  the  state.

As  these  figures  indicate,  the  students  in  Dighton  scored  above  the  state 
average  in  most  areas.  The  two  areas  that  scored  below  1300  were  both  within 
the  50  insignificant  range. 

I  would  like  to  comment  here  on  the  highly  successful  program  that 
started  at  Dighton  Middle  School  and  has  continued  this  year.  Each  month,  every 
staff  member  in  the  school  picks  a  "Student  of  the  Month.”  The  photograph  of 
each  student  is  then  displayed  outside  the  school  office  during  the  following  month. 
This  program  has  gone  a  long  way  in  promoting  positive  values  and  self-esteem  in 
our  middle  school  youngsters. 

At  the  annual  Dighton  Middle  School  graduation  exercises  held  in  June, 
1990,  the  following  students  were  winners  of  the  major  awards:

FACILITIES 

September,  1990,  saw  the  return  of  both  kindergarten  classes  to  the  annex 
building  behind  Dighton  Middle  School.  The  Good  Start  Program,  run  by  South 
Coast  Collaborative  which  was  housed  in  the  annex,  was  relocated.  Even  with  this 
move,  Dighton  Elementary  School  has  no  spare  classroom  space  whatsoever. 
The  Dighton  (K-8)  Building  Committee  will  be  reconvened  to  address  this  need. 

CONCLUSION 

As  you  are  aware,  these  are  trying  times  for  school  budgets  across  the 
state.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  staff  and  students  of  the 
Dighton  Schools  for  their  tremendous  cooperation  and  support  during  the  year. 
Also,  many  thanks  go  to  parents  and  community  members  for  their  help  which 
comes  in  so  many  forms. 

It  is  through  this  spirit  of  giving  and  support  that  our  students  continue  to 
receive  many  of  the  benefits  which  may  otherwise  be  lost.  Our  main  concern  is 
that  we  cannot  continue  to  count  on  funding  from  outside  sources  to  always  bail 
out  our  school  programs.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of  Anawan/ 
Palmer  River  School. 


ENROLLMENT 

Kindergarten  has  six  sections  with  a  total  of  118  students;  grade  one  has 
six  sections  with  a  total  of  134  students;  grade  two  has  six  sections  with  a  total  of 
126  students;  grade  three  has  six  sections  with  a  total  of  144  students;  and,  grade 
four  has  six  sections  with  a  total  of  138  students. 

PERSONNEL 

This  school  year,  Ms.  Lisa  Carvalho  is  a  new  member  of  the  grade  one 
teaching  staff  replacing  Mrs.  Joyce  Pring  who  is  on  leave  of  absence.  Mrs.  Karen 
Barrett  has  joined  the  special  needs  teaching  staff  replacing  Mrs.  Patricia  Bergeron 
who  is  on  leave.  A  new  special  education  program  based  at  Palmer  River  has  been 
created  to  work  with  children  with  language  delayed  concerns.  This  exciting  and 
productive  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Connie  Smith  with  assistance 
from  Mrs.  Bonnie  Drowne. 

While  this  school  year  sees  just  a  small  percent  of  changing  staff  by  name, 
I  would  offer  that  there  is  considerable  change  in  the  offerings  to  children  from 
the  staff.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  efforts  of  the  Staff  Development  Committee  of 
the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District.  These  teachers  and  a  central  office 
administrator  have  developed  a  worthwhile  program  with  a  vast  variety  of  profes¬ 
sional  activities  for  staff  to  pursue.  All  programs  lead  to  teachers  being  more  ef¬ 
fective  and  more  creative  in  their  dealings  with  children.  It  is  also  worthy  to  note 
that  some  ten  teachers  from  Anawan/Palmer  River  are  participating  in  the  Lesley 
College  Graduate  Level  Creative  Arts  In  Teaching  Program.  The  benefits  to  chil¬ 
dren  are  already  being  noted  through  a  vast  array  of  short  lessons  by  teachers  in¬ 
volved  in  the  program. 

The  infusion  of  a  new  social  studies  curriculum,  developed  by  teachers  and 
parents,  has  brought  most  positive  results  back  into  this  curriculum  area.  Students 
are  not  only  becoming  more  aware  of  the  world  around  them,  but  via  a  required 
community  service  aspect  of  the  curriculum,  they  are  noting  our  community  and 
way  to  make  our  town  a  better  place  for  all  to  live. 

The  format  which  was  used  to  develop  this  new  social  studies  curriculum 
is  being  followed  in  the  study  and  eventual  formation  of  new  reading,  health,  and 
physical  education  curricula  for  the  school  district  . 

Even  in  times  which  are  seeing  a  reduction  in  funding,  the  staff  have 
strived  to  meet  the  challenges  in  a  positive  way.  Our  commitment  to  quality  educa¬ 
tion  is  still  paramount  and  I  believe  demonstrated  by  staff  involvement  in  profe- 
sional  development  opportunities  and  curriculum  revisions. 

I  wish  to  make  note  of  the  continuing  positive  effect  on  staff  and  children 
the  members  of  the  P.T.S.A.  and  the  Rehoboth  School  Volunteer  Program  bring 
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to  the  school.  More  and  more  is  being  asked  of  these  organizations,  only  to  be 
responded  to  in  a  most  positive  manner.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PRINCIPAL 
D.  L.  BECKWITH  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  report  as  principal  of  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith 
Middle  School  for  the  1990  calendar  year. 

ENROLLMENT 

Enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1990,  was  549  students  in  grades  5-8.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  30  students  compared  to  last  year. 

PERSONNEL 

Several  personnel  changes  have  occurred  during  the  1990-91  school  year: 

1.  Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace  joined  the  staff  as  a  teacher  of  music.  She  came 
from  Dighton  where  her  position  was  eliminated  due  budget  cuts. 

2.  Mr.  David  Sullivan  also  came  from  Dighton  for  the  same  reason.  He  is 
teaching  sixth  grade. 

3.  Carolyn  Conrad  was  assigned  to  the  high  school  as  a  music  teacher. 

4.  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Connell  moved  from  sixth  grade  to  fifth  grade  where  she 
is  filling  a  one  year  position. 

Mrs.  Florence  DiOrio  retired  from  the  cafeteria  staff  after  many  years  of 
dedicated  service.  She  will  long  be  remembered  by  her  friends  at  D.  L.  Beckwith 
School  for  her  excellent  baked  goods  and  for  her  sense  of  humor.  We  wish  her  a 
happy  and  productive  retirement. 

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

Grade  level  teaching  teams  have  been  established  at  the  school  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  begin  achieving  the  district's  goal  of  providing  a  middle  school  organization- 
for  our  students.  Teaching  teams  are  lead  by  team  coordinators  who  plan  and  con¬ 
duct  team  meetings  which  can  be  used  to  discuss  students,  plan  cooperative  lessons 
and  units,  and  organize  schedules  which  allow  special  programs  to  be  presented. 

Curriculum  revision  has  become  a  continuous  process  in  the  district  with 
the  K-5  social  studies  curriculum  having  been  revised  for  Fall,  1990.  Reading, 
health,  and  physical  education  a  being  revised  during  the  1990-91  school  year.  Task 
forces  comprised  of  teachers,  parents,  and  administrators  are  working  together  to 
providedistrict-wide  curricula  in  these  areas. 
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The  faculty  and  staff  at  Beckwith  continue  to  work  hard  to  provide  fine 
instruction  for  our  students.  Their  dedication  and  concern  for  children  make  them 
a  pleasure  to  work  with  and  to  know. 

Many  teachers  continue  to  better  themselves  through  attendance  at  work¬ 
shops  and  course  work.  The  school  district's  goals  include  a  commitment  to  staff 
development  that  is  both  encouraging  to  staff  and  beneficial  for  our  students. 

The  QUEST  Program,  which  is  a  drug  and  alcohol  and  decision-making 
program,  has  been  introduced  at  all  grade  levels  and  will  be  taught  to  all  students 
in  grades  6-8  during  this  school  year.  The  program  will  be  piloted  in  grade  5  this 
year  and  taught  to  all  our  students  next  year. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  PROGRAMS 

A  variety  of  after  school  activities  continues  to  be  offered  to  our  students. 
The  Massasoit  League  provides  an  avenue  for  interscholastic  competition  in  athlet¬ 
ics,  spelling,  and  math.  An  after  school  program  of  activities  is  offered  to  all  stu¬ 
dents  in  areas  including  art,  crafts,  athletics,  foreign  language  and  culture,  baby-sit¬ 
ting,  recycling,  student  government  and  others. 

PTSA 

An  active  and  caring  parents'  organization  serves  the  students  of  Rehoboth 
in  grades  K-8.  At  the  middle  school,  the  PTSA  provides  enrichment  programs  for 
all  grade  levels.  In-school  programs  as  well  as  field  trips  are  included  in  the  offer¬ 
ings.  Many  of  our  most  important  enrichment  programs  are  the  result  of  the  hard 
work  and  financial  support  of  the  PTSA

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December 

31,  1990. 


ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1990,  was  743  students,  a  decline 
of  18  students  from  last  year.  Of  this  total,  373  are  males  and  370  are  females. 
Our  seniors,  the  Class  of  1991,  has  199  potential  graduates.  The  newest  class,  the 
Class  of  1994  has  183  students. 


CLASS  OF  1990 

This  senior  class  had  179  graduates,  60  of  whom  were  from  Dighton,  115 
from  Rehoboth,  3  exchange  students  (1  Spain,  2  Sweden)  and  1  out  of  district 
(Seekonk).  Of  those  179,  137  (77%)  went  on  to  further  schooling,  37  (21%)  went 
to  work,  1  went  into  one  of  the  branches  ofthe  armed  services  and  1  student  had 
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other  plans. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  awarded  to  40  members 
of  the  class  and  3  members  received  Certificates  of  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  4 
years  of  high  school. 

The  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  60  scholarships  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  class  attending  schools  of  higher  learning  and  awarded  3  grants  to  stu¬ 
dents  graduating  from  the  Vocational  School,  1  alumni  grant,  and  1  scholarship  to 
a  Rehoboth  student  not  attending  D-R.  Total  awards  amounted  to  $36,000. 

A  total  of  116  seniors  took  the  College  Boards.  The  mean  SAT  verbal 
score  was  449  and  the  mean  SAT  math  score  was  488;  for  Mass,  schools,  the 
verbal  mean  was  427  and  the  math  mean  473;  for  national  schools,  the  verbal 
mean  was  424  and  the  math  mean  476. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

1.  Mr.  William  Humes,  Mill  Carpentry  instructor,  and  Mr.  Thurston  Grant, 
Automotive  instructor  both  retired.  Mr.  Humes  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Richard 
Colby  who  moved  over  from  the  Industrial  Arts  Workshop  while  Mr.  Alfred  Rose 
replaced  Mr.  Grant  in  the  Automotive  Shop. 

2.  Mr.  Wallace  Potts  moved  from  Dighton  Middle  School  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  Industrial  Arts  Workshop. 

3.  Mrs.  Emilia  Goyette,  Home  Economics  teacher,  also  retired  and  was  re¬ 
placed  by  Mrs.  Mary  Anne  Casserly,  formerly  of  Stoughton. 

4.  Mrs.  Sandra  Dennis,  English  instructor  and  Drama  coach,  left  to  accept  a 
similar  position  in  Sharon. 

5.  Mr.  Robert  Otto,  Band  Director,  did  not  return  for  the  1990-91  school 
year  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Carolyn  Conrad,  formerly  at  the  Beckwith  School  in 
Rehoboth. 

6.  Mr.  Alan  Farrar,  Industrial  Maintenance  teacher,  did  not  return  for  the 
1990-91  school  year. 

7.  Ms.  Mary  Isidorio,  Special  Education  teacher,  formerly  at  Dighton  Middle 
School,  replaced  Mrs.  Meg  Anderson  who  did  not  return  at  the  end  of  the  first 
semester. 

8.  Mrs.  Charlene  Underhill,  French  and  Latin  teacher,  formerly  of  Warren 
High  School,  replaced  Mrs.  Phyllis  Petrin,  French,  and  Mrs.  Karen  DeMoura,  Latin, 
teachers. 


CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  Advanced  Placement  Courses  were  introduced  in  Chemistry,  English,  and 
Mathematics  for  students  in  the  Honors  Program. 
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2.  Special  Education  teacher,  Patricia  Connors  had  integrated  computers  into 
her  program.  She  has  introduced  the  concepts  of  computer  literacy  to  95%  of  her 
students.  She  is  providing  computer-related  activities  that  are  both  ongoing  and  a 
natural  part  of  a  wide  variety  of  daily  activities  encountered  by  students. 

3.  Students  in  the  Vocational  School  were  offered  a  new  course  entitled  "In¬ 
troduction  to  Vocational  Computer." 

4.  The  TV  Studio  is  currently  being  equipped  with  funds  from  our  local 
cable  company.  Hopefully,  full  use  of  the  facility  will  be  available  to  all  by  Sep¬ 
tember,  1991. 

5.  Grants  totalling  $18,677  were  received  from  federal  funds  to  initiate  the 
following:  purchase  of  4  Robocad  workstations  for  drafting;  guidance  counseling 
aide  for  the  disadvantaged;  an  instructional  aide  for  the  disadvantaged  and  one  for 
the  handicapped.  This  brings  the  total  grants  since  76-78  to  $461,000. 

CONCLUSION 

At  this  time  last  year,  this  report  stated  that  the  building  renovations  and 
additions  were  about  90%  complete.  I  am  happy  and  proud  to  report  that  the 
project  is  now  complete  and  we  -  students,  faculty,  and  administration  -  are  very 
much  pleased  with  how  things  worked  out. 

While  it  was  very  difficult  trying  to  cope  with  the  construction  going  on  about 
us  while  we  were  working,  it  turned  out  better  than  we  imagined.  It  made  the 
inconvenience  all  worthwhile.  The  formal  dedication  was  held  on  Sunday,  November 
18,  1990,  with  the  dedication  of  the  Media  Center  in  honor  of  former  Superinten¬ 
dent  Joseph  C.  Harrington.  Ceremonies  were  followed  by  a  reception  and  a  tour  of 
the  facilities  which  were  open  to  the  public. 

Coupled  with  the  building  additions  and  renovations  were  the  renovation  of 
the  football  complex,  installation  of  an  outdoor  track,  installation  of  a  soccer  field 
and  moving  of  the  combination  baseball/softball  junior  varsity  field.  We  still  need 
to  renovate  the  softball  field  which  we  hope  will  be  completed  by  the  Spring  of 
1991  . 


With  this  project  finally  behind  us  and  with  little  time  to  sit  back  and  enjoy 
the  fruit  of  our  labors,  we  now  embark  on  the  preparation  for  the  evaluation  of 
our  school  and  its  programs  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Col¬ 
leges.  The  self-evaluation  process  began  this  Fall  for  the  entire  staff  and  will  con¬ 
clude  with  the  official  evaluation  by  NEASC  in  the  Fall  of  1992.  We  feel  confi¬ 
dent  that  we  will  do  well  in  this  evaluation  by  an  outside  team  of  educators.
